This section and the general lubrication 
section give the complete information for lubri- 
cating the unit. 


1.02 This section is reissued to add the spe- 

cific lubrication procedures for the 28 
distributor designed to operate at 60, 75, and 
100 words per minute with provisions to accept 


installation. After a few weeks in operation, 
the unit should ordinarily be relubricated to 
make sure that all the specified points have re- 
ceived lubricant. Thereafter, because of the 
varying conditions at each station, the distri- 
butor should be lubricated as often as specified 
by localinstructions, Thefollowingis suggested 
asa guide for use under normaloperating condi- 
tions: Lubricate the distributor every 500 hours 
of operation or every six months, whichever 
occurs first.
